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2. Sinee mid-July the Czechs have du® deep ditches and set tree stumps between one 
and one ani one-half meters in height across certain other roads along the 
Austrian border with the result that automobiles can approach the border in 
this area only along the custom house roads. Czech police and customs officials 
explain that these measures have been taken and the border area combed in order 
to try to catch the many forced laborers who have recently fled the uraniun 
mines and are now believed to be in the Bohemian forests.*

e. Three roads from Stankev forest (48° 57'N, 14° 58°E) in Czechoglovakia and 
six other forest roads icading to the Austrian border between Langau forest 
and the custom house in Schlar, Austria. These routes are blocked at points 
between five and ten m from the border on the Gzech side, 
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25X1A x EE Comment: Since the uranium mines in Czechoslovakia center around 
the Jachymov area in the Sudetsnlani and are close to the Czech-German border, 
it is doubtful that escaping forced laborers would cross Czechoslovakia to 
the Austrian border,
